TJie  Chairman,  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

All  who  knew  him  heard  with  regret  of  the  untimely  death 
of  Dr.  Holderness  early  in  July,  1956.  It  is  on  this  account  that  I 
review  the  work  of  the  health  services  in  the  Borough  during  1955, 
and  draw  attention  to  certain  vital  statistics  of  interest. 

The  birth  rate  was  14.8  as  compared  with  13.7  in  the  previous 
year.  Of  the  total  births  registered,  1.9  per  cent  were  illegitimate 
as  compared  with  3.9  per  cent  in  1954. 

There  were  9  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  giving  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  19.6.  Of  these  7  died  within  the  first  four 
weeks  of  life.  This  rate  continues  to  compare  favourably  with  that 
of  26.2  for  the  West  Riding  Administrative  County  and  24.9  for 
England  and  Wales. 

For  J:he  sixth  successive  year  there  were  no  maternal  deaths 
which  seems  to  reflect  very  favourably  on  the  ante^natal  super¬ 
vision  given  to  mothers  in  this  area. 

The  death  rate  from  all  causes  was  11.6  as  compared  with 
12.0  in  1954.  The  preponderance  of  deaths  due  to  heart  and  cir¬ 
culatory  disease,  cancer  and  respiratory  diseases  continues  to 
present  a  rising  problem  and  accounts  for  two-thirds  of  the  noti¬ 
fied  deaths.  Seventy-four  per  cent  of  all  deaths  were  persons  aged 
60  and  over. 

The  incidence  of  notified  infectious  disease  was  again  light 
except  that  the  Borough  in  common  with  the  whole  country 
experienced  a  measles  epidemic,  and  a  mild  whooping  cough 
epidemic.  As  these  infectious  diseases  tend  to  run  in  cycles  it 
was  to  be  expected  that  we  should  receive  our  share. 

The  incidence  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  still  calls  for  the 
continued  application  of  preventive  measures,  and  the  closest 
co-operation  between  the  medical  staff,  hospital  staff,  mass  radio¬ 
graphy  unit,  and  the  housing  authority.  During  the  year,  however, 
the  first  large  scale  active  preventive  measure  has  been  initiated, 
namely  the  offering  of  B.C.G.  vaccination  to  all  13  year  old  school 
children.  By  this  means  it  is  hoped  to  reduce  the  incidence  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  by  giving  protection  to  those  children  when 
they  first  start  work  which  is  a  time  when  they  are  most  liable 
to  come  into  contact  with  outside  infection  risks. 
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For  the  eighth  year  in  succession  there  has  been  no  case  of 
diphtheria  in  the  Division,  but  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that 
immunisation  before  one  year  and  again  on  entering  school  rr^ust 
be  stressed  for  the  state  of  affairs  to  continue.  Of  like  importance 
is  the  protection  against  smallpox  by  vaccination.  The  figures 
here  are  far  too  low.  Immunisation  of  children  under  four  years 
against  whooping  cough  is  also  available,  and  could  be  used  more 
frequently. 

The  home  nurses,  health  visitors  and  home  helps  continue 
to  devote  much  attention  to  the  needs  of  the  aged  sick  and  infirm, 
and  the  Divisional  Welfare  Officer  has  given  valuable  assistance,  in 
obtaining  appropriate  care  for  those  who  were  unable  to  manage 
their  own  homes. 

As  the  Borough  of  Pudsey  is  included  in  Division  5  of  the 
West  Riding  County  Council’s  Divisional  Administration  of  the 
Preventive  Medical  Services,  I  have  included  in  an  appendix  to 
this  report,  as  in  previous  years,  information  and  statistics  relating 
to  these  services. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  the  kindness  and  interest  in  the  work 
of  the  Health  Department.  I  also  wish  to  give  appreciation  to  the 
officers  of  the  Council  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for 
their  unfailing,  willing  co-operation  and  assistance  throughout  the 
year.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  Mr.  James 
L.  Hill,  Borough  Surveyor: — 

The  Sewage  is  dealt  with  in  four  portions : — • 


(a)  Houghside  Sewage  Works  consists  of  automatic  and  hand 
raked  screens  with  disintegration  of  screenings,  a  Dorr 
Detritor,  rectangular  storm  and  precipitation  tanks, 
circular  percolating  filters  and  humus  tank,  and  twin- 
series  centrifugal  pumps  for  returning  humus  sludge  to 
the  works  inlet. 

Milk  of  lime  is  used  as  precipitant  and  sludge  is  dis¬ 
posed  of  on  drying  beds. 


(b)  Smalowell  Sewage  Works  consists  of  precipitation,  storm 

and  humus  tanks,  with  filtration  by  percolating  and  land 
filters. 

Alumino  ferric  is  used  as  a  precipitant  and  sludge  is 
disposed  of  on  drying  beds. 

The  second  stage  of  the  scheme  of  extensions  nas 
been  completed. 

(c)  Sewage  from  Farsley  and 

(d)  Calverley  is  treated  at  the  Rodley  works  of  the  Leeds

Composition  of  Sewage. 

Mainly  domestic  iu  origin  and  contains  approximately  28% 
trade  waste  at  Houghside  and  5%  at  Smalewell  Works. 

Strength  of  Sewage. 

The  dry  weather  sewage  at  Houghside  Works  absorbs  more 
than  12  parts  per  100,000  of  oxygen  from  acid  KMn04  in  four  hours 
at  80°  F.  and  is,  therefore,  classed  as  strong.  The  dry  weather 
sewage  at  Smalewell  Works  is  classed  as  average  to  strong*. 

Character  of  Sewage. 

The  sewage  at  Houghside  Works  is  very  difficult  from  a 
treatment  point  of  view  in  so  far  as  it  is  highly  colloidal,  a  feature 
which  renders  essential  the  use  of  precipitant.  The  main  trade 
wastes  which  give  rise  to  this  undesirable  feature  are  discharges 
from  woollen  mills  and  tanneries.  Difficulty  is  experienced  from 
irregular  trade  waste  flushes. 

The  sewage  at  Smalewell  responds  readily  to  a  treatment  at 
normal  dosage  rates.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  Mr.  James 
E.  Hill,  Borough  Surveyor: — 

The  water  supply  for  the  Borough  is  obtained  from  the  City 
of  Bradford  Waterworks  Department. 

There  are  two  supplies  of  water  to  the  Borough  of  Pudsey 
from  Bradford,  one  to  Calverley  and  the  other  to  Pudsey  proper. 
The  water  going  to  Calverley  is  from  the  low  level  works — Barden 
Aqueduct — from  here  it  is  passed  to  the  Gilstead  slow  sand  filter, 
from  where  it  is  passed  to  the  Heaton  service  reservoir  and  a  branch 
is  takeu  off  at  Shipley  to  supply  Calverley,  before  it  joins  the  Heaton 
service  reservoir ;  that  is  to  say,  the  water  for  Calverley,  is  slow  sand 
filtered  at  the  Gilstead  filter.  The  Pudsey  supply  proper  is  taken 
from  the  intermediate  level  waterworks  which  are  the  Angram 
and  Scarr  House  reservoirs,  which  are  impounding  reservoirs  on 
the  River  Nidd.  From  here  it  is  taken  to  Chellow  Heights  where  it 
is  passed  through  rapid  gravity  filters  and  then  through  slow  sand 
filters,  and  then  sent  to  Pudsey  proper.  In  both  cases  the  water  is 
chlorinated  at  the  filtration  works. 

The  public  water  supply  for  the  area  has  been  satisfactory 
both  in>  quality  and  quantity^  and  the  supply  of  the  whole  of  the 
Borough  is  constant.  11,299  houses  are  supplied  direct  from  the 
town’s  mains  to  a  population  of  30,840  (approx.).  There  is  one 
property  not  on  the  public  supply.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1955 


Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  sixteenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  sanitary  administration  of  the  Borough 

During  1955  every  effort  has  been  made  to  cover  the  more 
important  functions  of  the  Department.  I  would,  however,  draw 
your  attention  once  ag'ain  to  the  need  for  the  adequate  staffing 
of  the  Department,  During  the  year  I  submitted  a  report  to  you  on 
the  technical  staff,  when  I  made  certain  suggestions  including  the 
appointment  of  an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  promotion 
of  an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  to  Deputy  Chief  Inspector. 
These  recommendations  were  not  approved.  In  addition  to  the 
normal  statutory  duties  carried  out  by  the  department  I  am  res¬ 
ponsible  for  many  additional  duties  not  associated  with  public 
health,  i.e.,  work  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts,  Shops  Acts. 
Petroleum  Acts  and  Regulations,  Factories  Acts  (means  of  escape 
in  case  of  fire),  etc.  Furthermore,  the  Department  is  responsible 
for  the  administration  of  the  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service 
of  the  Borough  together  with  the  collection  and  disposal  of  salvage. 

During  the  year  important  new  legislation  was  contemplated 
including  a  new  Act  to  deal  with  food  hygiene  and  new  legislation 
to  deal  more  effectively  with  atmospheric  pollution;.  When  these 
become  law,  as  they  are  likely  to  do  in  the  forthcoming  year, 
additional  responsibilities  and  duties  will  be  placed  on  the  Depart¬ 
ment. 

Routine  advisory  visits  and  inspections  is  one  of  the  most 
important  functions  of  a  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  prevention  of 
conditions  likely  to  cause  danger  to  health  is  of  prime  importance 
and  the  success  of  an  officer  in  this  w'ork  is  not  measured  by  the 
number  of  statutory  notices  served  or  prosecutions  undertaken  to 
secure  compliance,  but  rather  by  the  confidence  with  which  an 
Inspector  is  accepted  by  the  general  public. 

In  my  opinion  it  wilLbe  necessary  in  the  near  future  to 
employ  additional  labour  on  refuse  collection  and  disposal.  Since 
1945  a  total  of  1,519  new  houses  have  been  erected  in  the  Borough. 
The  emptying  of  dustbins  from  the  new  type  of  semi-detached  or 
terrace  house  involves  a  considerably  longer  carry  from  the  bin 
site  to  the  vehicle,  which  has  the  effect  of  slowing  down  the  rate  of 
collection.  It  seems  a  pity  that  in  the  design  of  new  estates  and 
houses  little  thought  is  given  to  the  maintenance  of  such  an 
essential  service.  It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  it  may  be 
necessary  to  make  a  fifth  refuse  collection  round  in  the  Borough 
with  a  resultant  increase  in  staff. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  by  controlled  tipping  is  a  hygienic 
essential  and  in  my  remarks  on  refuse  disposal  in  a  later  portion 
of  this  report  I  refer  to  the  use  of  mechanical  equipment. 

In  September,  Mrs.  M.  Meechin  resigned  her  position  as 
clerk  in  the  Department  to  take  up  an  appointment  with  a  comme- 
cial  firm.  Mr.  P.  A.  Robertshaw  resigned  his  position  as  additional 
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Sanitary  Inspector  in  November  after  9  years’  service  with  this 
authority  to  take  up  an  appointment  with  Bradford  Corporation. 

The  overall  costs  of  administering  the  Department  compare 
more  than  favourably  in  comparison  with  adjoining  local 
authorities. 

I  would  like  to  thank  my  staff  for  the  excellent  work  they 
have  accomplished  during  the  year  and  once  again  I  extend  my 
appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  his 
ready  co-operation  in  all  matters.  I  also  very  much  appreciate 
the  interest  shown  by  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  in  all  matters  affecting  public  health. 

HOUSING 

Following  up  my  report  of  last  year  on  the  slum  problem  of 
the  Borough,  inspections  were  carried  out  of  the  dwellinghouses 
comprising  the  first  year’s  programme.  This  programme  was 
reported  to  the  Borough  Council  in  October,  and  approved.  By  the 
end  of  the  year  we  were  waiting  for  the  decision  of  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  these  proposals  which  dealt 
with  39  houses,  one  house  and  shop  and  one  shop.  In  addition,  13 
individual  unfit  houses  were  reported  to  the  Committee  and 
demolition  or  voluntary  closing  orders  made  on  9  of  them,  the 
remaining  four  being  deferred. 

I  would  reiterate  my  remarks  of  last  year  that  it  will  be 
essential  for  the  utmost  co-operation  to  exist  between  the  various 
departments  of  the  Corporation  if  slum  clearance  is  to  be  accom¬ 
plished  without  leaving  ugly  gaps  in  the  town.  So  far  as  is 
practicable  areas  in  which  property  has  been  demolished  should  be 
redeveloped. 

The  slum  problem  in  Pudsey  is  vastly  different  to  that  in 
many  large  citiesi.  Instead  of  having  large  compact  areas  of  unfit 
houses  there  are  many  small  pockets  of  bad  property  surrounded 
by  good  class  property,  so  that  redevelopment  and  rebuilding  on 
existing  sites  is  not  too  easy. 

On  the  instructions  of  the  Committee  a  resurvey  ot  the 
Borough  was  commenced  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  I  would  like 
to  stress  that  such  a  survey  will  give  a  reasonably  accurate  picture 
of  the  housing  problem  of  the  Borough,  but  that  individual  inspec¬ 
tions  of  sub-standard  properties  will  be  necessary  before  further 
decisions  are  taken. 

It  was  not  possible  to  resume  the  pre-war  practice  of 
individual  house-to-house  inspections  of  dwellinghouses  which  can 
be  made  fit  at  a  reasonable  cost.  You  will  note  from  the  statistics 
that  some  four  houses  were  inspected  for  this  purpose  under 
Section  9  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936.  It  has  been  necessary,  there¬ 
fore,  to  continue  the  practice  of  the  past  decade  for  dealing  with 
unfit  houses  by  securing  first  aid  repairs  under  the  Public  Health 
Acts. 

Several  applications  were  received  for  certificates  of  dis¬ 
repair  under  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act  and  I  reported  to 
the  Committee  some  of  the  anomalies  of  this  Act.  I  received  youi

support  to  my  opinion  that  a  back-to-back  house  was  not 
necessarily  an  unfit  house  and  that  a  standard  of  sanitary  accom¬ 
modation  of  one  w.c.  to  two  houses  should  be  considered  satis¬ 
factory  for  this  purpose. 

Property  in  Robert  Street  and  Eland  Street,  placed  in  the 
4th  year’s  proposals,  was  purchased  by  the  Committee  as  a  nucleus 
for  a  redevelopment  site. 

A  peculiar  position  arose  with  regard  to  the  serving  of  a 
notice  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936  regarding  the 
unfitness  of  59,  Robin  Pane,  Pudsey.  The  owner  was  an  inmate  of 
a  mental  hospital  and  it  was  found  impossible  to  place  any  respon¬ 
sibility  of  ownership  on  any  other  person.  Consequently  notices 
under  this  section  were  served  by  posting  on  the  door  of  the  house. 

As  in  former  years  the  utmost  co-operation  has  existed 
between  the  Housing  Manager  and  myself.  In  all  cases  where 
property  has  been  dealt  with  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act, 
1936  or  by  voluntary  closing  orders  the  Council  has  voluntarily 
rehoused  the  tenants  in  order  to  expedite  the  demolition  or  vacation 
of  the  buildings.  Furthermore,  all  prospective  tenants  of  Corpora¬ 
tion  houses  are  visited  and  their  premises  inspected  by  members  of 
my  staff  and  an  allocation  is  made  only  on  a  clear  report  from  the 
Department.  In  this  way  I  am  convinced  that  the  infestation  of 
Corporation  houses  by  vermin  has  been  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

Due  to  the  apparent  easing  of  the  housing  situation  no 
applications  were  received  for  licensing  of  caravans  and  sites  for 
permanent  occupation.  This  does  tend  to  prove  my  contention  that 
caravans  cannot  be  considered  as  suitable  units  for  permanent 
occupation  and  that  wherd  occupants  have  the  opportunity  to  move 
to  more  traditional  accommodation  they  readily  take  advantage  of 
that  opportunity. 

So  far  as  the  future  is  concerned  the  Department  must  make 
steady  progress  in  its  determination  to  deal  with  the  slum  clearance 
problem  of  the  Borough  and,  furthermore,  I  hope  to  see  in  the  not 
too  distant  future  the  pleasing  prospect  of  every  house  having  its 
own  bath,  hot  water  supply  and  separate  sanitary  accommodationl 

GENERAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH  WORK 

The  routine  work  of  the  Department  went  on  without 
cessation.  As  caji  be  seen  from  the  statistics  597  complaints  were 
made,  varying  greatly  between  choked  drains  and  defective  housing 
conditions.  Every  complaint  was  investigated  by  an  officer  of  the 
Department  and  where  necessary  action  was  taken  to  secure  the 
necessary  remedial  measures. 

There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  complaints, made  of 
insufficient  water  supplies.  It  would  appear  that  the  main  cause 
for  such  complaints  is  that  in  the  past,  service  pipes  have  been  laid 
from  the  main  to  provide  water  for  several  houses,  in  some  cases 
as  many  as  18  houses  may  be  connected  to  the  main;  in  this  way. 
As  a  result  of  deterioration  in  the  service  pipe  over  the  years  the 
position  arises  when  the  water  supply  is  totally  insufficient  for  the 
domestic  needs  of  the  individual  houses.  In  such  cases  notices 
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were  served  on  the  owners  requiring  the  provision  of  new  service 
pipes  and  where  practicable  not  more  than  two  houses  to  be  con¬ 
nected  to  the  mains  by  one  service  pipe.  In  other  cases  where  it 
was  considered  that  a  mains  supply  was  not  afforded  within  a 
reasonable  distance,  the  Waterworks  Department  was  asked  to 
co-operate  by  extending  the  main. 

Other  complaints  were  made  as  to  brackishness  of  the  water, 
which,  although  substantiated,  it. was  established  that  the  condition 
was  not  harmful. 

Samples  of  water  were  obtained  during  the  summer  months 
from  the  public  swimming  baths  and  submitted  both  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  and  chemical  analysis.  The  results  were  very 
satisfactory. 

All  cases  of  infections  disease  occurring  in  the  Borough  were 
investigated  and  terminal  disinfection  carried  out  where  necessary. 

I_am  concerned  at  the  type  of  premises  in  many  cases  for  the 
keeping  of  animals,  i.e.  pigs,  in  the  Borough.  It  seems  to  be 
thought  by  some  people  that  any  old  shack  often  without  drainage 
or  water  supply  is  suitable  for  this  purpose,  and  it  would  appear 
that  very  strong  action  will  have  to  be  taken  to  secure  compliance 
with  normal  sanitary  requirements.  The  provision  of  byelaws 
would  give  added  powers  to  those  already  contained  in  the  Public 
Health  Act  to  control  this  menace  to  health. 

The  number  of  hairdressers  registered  with  this  Authority 
under  the  West  Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act,  1951, 
is  now  44.  The  majo^rity  can  be  considered  most  satisfactory,  but 
at  the  same  time  I  would  like  to  see  more  supervisory  visits  made 
to  such  premises. 

The  department  continues  to  serve  the  public  by  providing 
dustbins  at  a  wholesale  price.  Unfortunately,  however,  the  price 
of  these  receptacles  was  sharply  increased  in  December  as  a  result 
of  the  levying  of  purchase  tax  on  dustbins  for  the  first  time.  Dust¬ 
bins  which  previously  cost  £l  10s.  6d.  had  to  be  sold  at  a  price  of 
£2  5s.  Od.  The  Corporation  continues  its  policy  of  requiring  the 
owner  of  premises  to  be  responsible  for  the  provision  of  dustbins 
and  it  can  be  seen  that  the  high  cost  can  easily  swallow  up  several 
weeks  rent  for  the  smaller  type  of  rented  house  in  the  Borough. 
Furthermore,  the  cost  of  building  materials  and  labour  meant  that 
difficulty  was  experienced  in  securing  repairs  under  the  Public 
Health  Acts. 

I  once  again  draw  your  attention  to  the  increasing  number 
of  complaints  regarding  noise.  This  problem  is  without  doubt 
increasing  as  the  age  of  mechanisation  proceeds.  Medical  opinion 
seems  to  suggest  that  noise  can  have  a  far  reaching  effect  on  the 
health  of  the  individual  and  it  might  be  that  further  and  more 
drastic  steps  will  have  to  be  taken  by  the  Government  in  the  form 
of  legislation  to  reduce  nuisance  from  noise. 

Conversion  of  tippler  closets  and  privy  middens  to  water 
closets  was  continued  where  practicable. 
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FOOD  HYGIENE 

The  important  duty  assigned  to  the  Department  which  is 
not  generally  known  amongst  the  public  is  the  responsibility  for 
ensuring  the  provision  of  a  clean  and  wholesome  food  supply  to 
the  district.  For  this  purpose  regular  and  routine  visits  were  made 
to  food  shops,  warehouses  and  food  preparation  premises  involv¬ 
ing  254  visits.  This  not  only  involved  a  thorough  inspection  of  the 
method  of  preparation,  storage  and  sale  of  food,  but  also  the 
stressing  of  elementary  education  in  food  hygiene,  both  on 
employer  and  employee. 

I  am  pleased  to  record  that  a  good  standard  of  hygiene  exists 
in  general  in  the  shops  and  food  premises  of  the  Borough  and  the 
improvement  over  the  past  few  years  has  been  most  marked. 
Public  opinion  and  discrimination  has  to  some  extent  been  res¬ 
ponsible  for  this  improvement,  but  I  also  claim  that  the  efforts  of 
public  health  officers  in  the  past  are  now  being  realised 

There  is.  of  course,  still  much  to  be  done  in  food  hygiene 
and  the  new  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  which  comes  into  operation  in 
1956,  is  likely  to  give  added  powers  and  responsibility  in  this 
important  question. 

The  protection  of  the  public  against  unsound  and  unfit  food 
is  one  which  requires  a  good  deal  of  attention.  There  is  little 
doubt  that  personal  hygiene  of  the  assistant  or  employee  in  the 
food  trade  is  one  of  the  most  importart  factors  in  the  prevention 
of  food  poisoning,  etc.  Elementary  knowledge  of  the  principles  of 
food  hygiene,  together  with  the  practical  application  of  those 
principles  is  really  all  that  is  necessary.  It  is  of  little  use  the 
employer  providing  tiled  walls,  impervious  floors,  wash  basins, 
towels,  etc.,  for  the  employee  if  he  is  not  prepared  to  take  an  intelli¬ 
gent  interest  in  this  subject. 

Several  complaints  were  made  in  the  Borough  of  the  sale 
of  unsound  food,  including  milk  and  bread.  In  all  cases  investiga¬ 
tions  were  made  and  warnings  were  given  where  necessary. 

It  was  not  possible  to  take  as  many  milk  samples  for  chemical 
analysis  as  had  been  taken  in  previous  years.  In  one  case  the 
analyst  reported  that  the  sample  was  deficient  in  fat  and  a  warning 
was  issued. 

The  inspection  of  premises  where  ice  cream  is  manufactured, 
sold  or  stored  was  carried  out  and  121  visits  were  made  during  the 
year.  All  such  premises  were  registered  by  the  local  authority 
and  it  is  interesting  to  nqte  the  reduction  in  the  manufacturers  of 
ice  cream  over  the  past  few  years  and  the  great  increase  which 
has  taken  place  in  the  sale  of  pr^e-packed  ice  cream.  The  latter 
change  can  be  heartily  approved.  During  the  summer  months 
s^ynples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  from  retailers’  premises  and  from 
street  vendors,  and  the  results  are  indicated  in  a  later  portion  of 
this  report. 

An  investigation  was  made  during  the  year  into  complaints 
made  from  the  nearby  areas  of  Dewsbury  and  Leeds  regarding 
confectionery  manufactured  in  the  Borough.  This  matter  was 
quickly  put  right  by  the  firm  concerned. 
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Two  aspects  of  this  section  of  work  still  give  me  some  con¬ 
cern.  In  my  opinion  many  of  the  public  houses  in  the  Borough  are 
without  adequate  and  satisfactory  facilities  for  the  washing  of 
glasses  and  utensils,  and  I  would  like  to  see  more  attention  given 
to  hawkers  of  food  stuflfs,  including  greengrocery  and  fish. 

It  is  interesting  to  see  from  the  report  the  increases  in  the 
licences  for  the  sale  of  pasteurised  milk  which  have  been  issued  by 
this  Authority.  Although  there  was  a  strong  public  reaction  some 
few  years  ago  when  the  sale  of  raw  milk  from  hand  cans  was  pro¬ 
hibited,  the  present  practice  of  selling  milk  in  sealed  bottles  is  now 
fully  accepted  by  the  public  and  is  indeed  a  great  addition  tp  public 
health  practice. 

It  is  significant  to  note  that  no  known  outbreak  of  food  poison¬ 
ing  occurred  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

One  slaughterhouse  was  licensed  by  the  Local  Authority 
where  regular  slaughtering  took  place.  All  carcases  w'ere 
thoroughly  inspected  by  officers  of  the  Department.  Other  premises 
in  Thornhill  Street,  Calverley  ai;d  Prospect  Street,  Parsley,  which 
had  been  licensed  up  to  the  30th  Juti,e,  had  not  been  put  into  use 
during  those  12  months.  The  Committee,  therefore,  decided  not 
to  relicense  them.  It  can,  therefore,  be  seen  that  most  of  the 
meat  Sijld  in  the  Borough  is  obtained  from  the  adjoining  cities  of 
Leeds  and  Bradford 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

The  subject  of  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  by  coal  smoke, 
factory  effluents  and  exhaust  fumes  from  motor  vehicles  is  one  in 
which  the  public  still  show  apathy.  It  would  appear  that  we  who 
live  in  the  West  Riding-  have  become  accustomed  during  the  years 
to  the  presence  of  these  pollutants  and  we  accept  them  as  a  matter 
of  course.  It  is  indeed  strange  to  a  public  health  officer  to  find  the 
agitation  which  exists  should  there  be  polluted  water  supplies  or 
unsound  food,  whereas  the  breathing  of  smoke  laden  air  is  accepted 
with  equanimity.  Nevertheless,  th^re  has  been  much  agitation 
throughout  the  country  in  this  direction  and  it  would  appear  that 
we  ar^  on  the  verge  of  a  real  endeavour  to  rid  this  country  of  this 
scourge  of  modern  civilisation. 

A  Clean  Air  Bill  was  submitted  to  Parliament  in  the  year 
and  it  is  likely  that  new  legislation  will  be  promulgated  within  the 
next  year,  giving  local  authorities  greatly  increased  powers  to  deal 
with  industrial  pollution  and  completely  new  powers  to  deal  with 
domestic  pollution. 

Industry  can  only  take  part  of  the  blame  for  the  conditions 
appertaining  in  such  an  area  as  the  West  Riding*.  The  thousands 
of  domestic  chimneys  belching  out  sulpur  laden  fumes  each  bear 
equal  responsibility  in  the  danger  to  public  health,  the  damage  done 
to  buildiiig  fabrics  and  the  chaos  caused  in  winter  by  smoky  fogs. 

The  presence  of  smoke  as  a  result  of  the  burning  of  coal  is 
an  indication  of  inefficient  combustion  and  means  that  energy  in 
the  form  of  heat  is  lost  by  it  being  dissipated  into  the  atmosphere 
in  the  form  of  smoke.  With  the  present  high  cost  of  coal  and  the 
rapidly  diminishing  stocks  of  coal  available  in  this  country,  it  seems 
senseless  to  continue  the  burning  of  coal  in  this  manner. 
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I  am  sure  that  we  are  getting-  very  much  nearer  to  the  time 
when  the  prohibition  of  raw  coal  to  domestic  premises  will  be  an 
accomplished  fact. 

Local  authorities  have  a  golden  opportunity  during  the 
next  few  years  to  show  a  lead  to  industry  and  to  the  public  in 
general  by  the  provision  of  smokeless  zones  and  the  installation 
of  smokeless  or  smoke  reducing  appliances  in  their  own  properties. 

I  was  elected  as  a  representative  of  the  Borough  Council  on 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  West  Riding  Regional  Smoke 
Abatement  Committee  at  the  annual  meeting  in  July. 

FACTORIES 

The  Department  is  responsible  for  the  adminstration  of 
certain  sections  of  the  Factories  Act  in  all  factories,  dealing  with 
sanitary  accommodation  in  mechanical  factories  and  for  the 
administration  of  most  of  the  Act  in  regard  to  non- mechanical 
factories.  When  the  new  Food  and  Drugs  Act  dealing  with  food 
hygiene  becomes  law  it  will  be  necessary  to  pay  close  attention  to 
the  canteen's  and  cooking  arrangements  in  factories,  an  additional 
responsibility  plaj,ced  on  local  authorities  which  is  long  overdue. 

I  have  referred  in  past  reports  to  the  need  in  several  factory 
canteens  for  more  attention  to  be  paid  to  the  personal  hygiene 
aspect. 

The  inspection  of  bakehouses,  even  those  with  mechanical 
equipment,  remained  an  important  duty  of  the  Department,  and 
particular  attention  was  given  to  such  premises. 

An  effort  was  made  during  the  year  to  rein'spect  all  factories 
where  this  authority  had  issued  certificates  as  to  means  of  escape 
in  case  of  fire  as  required  under  Section  34  of  the  Factories  Act, 
1937.  Many  of  these  factories  had  not  been  visited  for  some  time 
and  a  result  of  the  reinspection  and  resurvey  was  the  issue  of  many 
new  and  up-to-date  certificates.  There  is  need  for  a  more  frequent 
and  regular  inspection  of  these  premises  but  staff  shortage  has 
precluded  the  necessary  attention  being  given  thereto. 

RODENT  INFESTATION 

The  position  in  the  Borough  is  much  as  has  been  reported  in 
previous  years.  Due  to  the  lack  of  the  particular  type  of  industrial 
premises  liable  to  attract  rats  and  mice  and  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
majority  of  the  sewers  in  the  district  are  funning  fairly  full  and  at 
a  steep  gradient,  the  po'ssibility  of  infestation  is  reduced  to  a 
minimum.  Furthermore,  the  general  practice  of  the  Department 
is  to  give  immediate  attention  to  any  complaints  of  rodent  infesta¬ 
tion,  thus  preventing  a  minor  infestation  developing  into  a  major 
one.  A  free  service  is  given  in  this  respect  to  private  houses,  but 
for  industrial  premises  the  work  is  subject  to  a  nominal  charge,  i 
know  that  the  service  given  to  indu'strial  and  shop  premises  is  very 
greatly  appreciated  and  well  used. 

At  the  request  of  the  Rodent  Division  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  a  test  v^as  made  on  the  sewerage  system 
of  the  Borough.  216  manholes,  or  approximately  10  per  cent  of 
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the  manholes,  on  the  sewerage  system,  were  pre-baited  in  October 
and  observations  were  taken  by  the  staff.  Of  this  total  only  in  21 
instances  was  there  evidence  of  rat  infestation  and  in  these  cases 
poisoning  measures  were  taken  and  the  infestation,  cleared  up. 

Regular  and  frequent  attention  was  given  to  the  treatment 
of  the  refuse  tips  and  the  sewage  works  as  being  particularly  liable 
to  infestation. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  public  conveniences  in  the  Borough  are  as  follows 
Males — -Market  Place,  Pudsey ;  Stanningley  Bottom  (two 
blocks)  ;  Lowtown  ;  Radcliffe  Lane ;  Bradford  Road,  Stan¬ 
ningley  (opposite  Old  Road)  ;  Town  Street,  Parsley ;  Rodley 
(near  Owl  Hotel);  Town  Gate,  Calverley ;  Calverley  Lane 
Recreation  Ground;  Carr  Road;  Greenside. 

Females — Market  Place,  Pudsey;  Stanningley  Bottom; 
Town  Gate,  Calverley;  Calverley  Lane  Recreation  Ground. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  and  cleaning  these  conveniences  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  Health  Committee.  With  the  exception  of 
the  new  block  at  Stanningley  Bottom  all  have  been  in  use  for  many 
years  and  some  are  in  obvious  need  of  reconstruction.  There  is  ?ri 
urgent  need  for  additional  sanitary  conveniences,  particularly  in 
such  places  as  Littlemoor  Road  end,  Waterloo  and  Pudsey  Lane 
end,  both  for  men  and  women. 

Much  wanton  damage  has  been  done  during  the  year  and 
defacement  of  walls  is  a  common  occurrence.  Furthermore,  damage 
to  coin  boxes  and  mis-use  of  the  floors  are  actions  which  are  incom¬ 
prehensible  to  the  intelligent  person.  Such  vandalism  meant  that 
extra  costs  were  incurred  in  cleansing*  and  in  maintenance  costs 
which  would  be  avoidable  by  proper  usage. 

The  erection  of  the  public  conveniences  at  Stanningley 
fulfilled  a  much  needed  want,  but  here  again,  considerable  damage 
was  sustained.  Additional  costs  incurred  in  tiling*  the  walls  and 
providing  a  concrete  floor  would,  I  am  sure,  prove  well  spent  money. 

I  would  also  like  to  see  washbasins  provided  with  hot  and 
cold  water. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  responsibility  for  the  regular  and  frequent  collection  ot 
domestic  refuse  and  its  hygienic  disposal  is  an  important  respon¬ 
sibility  of  the  Health  Committee. 

As  referred  to  in  my  opening  remarks,  a  total  of  1,519  new 
houses  have  been  built  in  the  Borough  since  1945,  which  has 
increased  the  total  number  of  premises  from  which  refuse  is 
collected  to  12,144. 

It  is  more  than  likely  with  the  increasino-  number  of  new 
properties  that  reorganisation  of  the  collection  system  will  be 
necessary  in  the  near  future.  At  the  present  time  the  district 
is  served  by  four  rounds,  each  with  a  10  cubic  yards  capacity  refuse 
collector  and  staffed  by  a  driver,  chargehand  and  two  dustmen. 
Each  vehicle  is  fitted  with  a  trailer  for  the  collection  of  salvage. 
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Although  the  wages  of  workmen  engaged  on  this  vital  ser¬ 
vice  were  increased  as  from  23rd  May,  a  great  difficulty  was 
experienced  in  maintaining  a  full  complement  of  staff.  Employment 
as  a  dustman  does  not  appo^r  to  have  any  attraction  in  these  days 
of  regular  work,  full  employment  and  high  wages  in  industry. 

As  in  previous  years  annual  holidays  of  the  staff  were  taken 
by  closing  the  refuse  collection  service  down  for  one  week  in 
August  and  for  the  remaining  week  due  to  the  men  by  staggering 
of  holids^ys  in  rot_a. 

The  two  tips  in  use  are  situated  at  Long  Mile  Quarry,  Wood- 
hall  Hills  and  at  Smalewell  Quarry,  one  serving  Calverley  and 
Farsley  areas  and  the  other  the  Pudsey  and  Pudsey  Lane  end 
districts. 

Consideration  will  have  to  be  given  at  an  early  date  to  the 
acquisitiou  of  additional  tipping  sites,  a  matter  which  is  likely  to 
create  difficulties  owing  to  the  lack  of  such  suitable  sites  in  the 
Borough.  Alternatively,  the  Council  will  have  to  consider  the 
provision  of  a  refuse  disposal  works  similar  to  the  one  constructed 
at  Aireborough  some  two  years  ago.  In  this  connection  I  submitted 
a  scheme  to  the  Corporation  some  eight  years  ago,  together  with 
a  suggested  layout  of  buildings,  comprising  facilities  such  as  a 
picking  belt  for  waste  paper,  a  magnetic  separator  for  ferrous 
metals  and  an  incinerator  for  the  destruction  of  “tailings”  with 
hoppers  for  the  consequent  residue. 

With  the  contiruance  of  controhed  tipping  I  am  satisfied 
that  more  attention  will  have  to  be  given  to  the  question  of  pro¬ 
viding  adequate  covering  material  so  as  to  properly  control 
disposal,  to  the  preliminary  levelling  and  removal  of  topsoil  off 
sites,  and  to  the  treatment  of  fires  which  occur  on  tipping.  In  my 
opinion  these  problems  call  for  the  provision  of  mechanical  equip¬ 
ment  and  I  hope  the  Committee  will  consider  in  the  near  future 
the  provision  of  a  crawler  tractor  fitted  with  bulldozer  blade  and 
other  equipment  for  dealing  with  the  matters  I  have  outlined. 

An  extensive  fire  occurred  on  a  portion  of  the  S.malewell 
tip  and  it  was  necessary  to  employ  a  mechanical  excavator  and 
bulldozer  to  deal  with  it. 

During  the  year  a  new  refuse  collector,  a  Karrier  “  Game¬ 
cock  ”  10  cubic  yards  capacity,  was  put  into  operation. 

The  Committee  provided  protective  clothing  for  the  work¬ 
men  in  the  form  of  two  pairs  of  overalls  per  man,  together  with 
protective  gloves. 

Despite  all  the  difficulties  experienced;  the  normal  collection 
service  of  6^  working  days  was  continued  and  the  absence  of  com¬ 
plaints  appears  to  show  that  the  service  was  reasonably  satis¬ 
factory. 

Once  again  may  I  draw  your  attention  to  the  danger  which 
might  arise  from  all-night  burning  fires.  Hot  ashes  placed  in  the 
dustbin  and  then  emptied  into  the  refuse  vehicle  within  a  short 
time  can  cause  a  serious  fire.  On  one  occasion  refuse  already  m 
the  vehicle  became  ignited  and  I  am  satisfied  that  at  least  two  fires 
were  caused  pn  the  tip  due  to  this  action.  I  would  also  ask  the 
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public  to  note  that  unless  a  firm  system  of  collecting  refuse  from 
suitable  bins  is  carried  out,  the  rate  of  collection  is  bound  to  be 
slowed  down.  Piles  of  refuse  left  on  the  ground,  including  house¬ 
hold  furniture  and  refuse  left  in  tea  chests,  boxes,  etc.  cannot 
normally  be  collected. 

The  weekly  emptying  of  pail  closets  and  the  fortnightly 
emptying  of  privy  middens  from  premises  not  connected  to  the 
public  sewer  was  maintained  throughout  the  year.  For  this  purpose 
a  special  vehicle  manned  by  a  driver  and  one  man  is  employed.  The 
vehicle  is  fitted  with  a  special  tank  and  the  contents  are  disposed 
of  at  the  sewage  works. 

SALVAGE 

The  income  derived  from  the  sale  of  materials  salvaged  from 
house  refuse  still  shows  that  this  is  a  lucrative  proposition.  A 
revenue  of  i3,813,  equivalent  to  a  5jd.  rate,  was  the  result  of  the 
efforts  of  the  Department. 

In  view  of  the  increasing  demand  for  waste  paper  a  new 
electric  baling  press  was  purchased  and  put  into  operation  early 
in  June,  and  increased  efforts  were  made  to  acquaint  the  public 
of  the  need  for  the  segregation  of  waste  paper  from  domestic 
refuse  and  new  approaches  were  made  to  industrial  firms  and  shop¬ 
keepers  for  waste  paper. 

Co-incident  with  this  effort  the  bonus  scheme  to  the  work¬ 
men  was  extended. 

Furthermore,  lifting  tackle  consisting  of  a  runway  and  block 
was  installed  at  the  Depot  so  that  waste  paper  bales  could  be  easily 
handled  and  lifted  into  vehicles. 

The  market  for  waste  paper  remained  steady  and  a  good 
price  was  obtained. 

There  was  a  drop  in  the  collection  of  rags  for  a  reason  un¬ 
known.  The  only  other  item  of  salvage  to  retain  any  value  was 
scrap  metal  and  unbaled  tins.  By  arrangement  with  the  Bradford 
Corporation  and  the  Joint  Scrap  Survey  District  Committee,  un¬ 
baled  tins  were  delivered  to  Bradford  for  baling.  The  price  obtained 
barely  covered  the  cost  of  collection.  On  the  other  hand  one  must 
bear  in  mind  that  items  of  this  nature  are  much  better  left  out  of 
the  tip  as  they  tend  to  create  voids  with  the  resultant  possibility 
of  fire  from  spontaneous  combustion. 

DISEASE  OF  ANIMALS 

I  am  appointed  by  this  Authority  as  inspector  under  the 
Diseases  of  Animals  Acts.  In  co-operation  with  the  West  Riding 
Police  all  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  are  investigated  and 
immediate  meaures  taken  to  secure  isolation,  disinfection,  destruc¬ 
tion  of  carcases  and  any  other  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  disease. 

During  the  year  no  outbreaks  of  any  importance  occurred, 
although  cases  of  swine  fever  were  reported  from  Woodhall  Hills 
and  Tyersal. 
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PETROLEUM  ACTS 


Duties  under  the  Petroleum  Acts  and  Regulations  include 
the  inspection  of  all  licensed  premises  to  secure  compliance  with 
the  Acts,  and  inspection  and  testing  of  all  new  storage  tanks  and 
pumps. 

During  the  year  55  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  storage 
of  petroleum  and/or  mixtures  thereof,  and  one  licence  for  the 
storage  of  calcium  carbide.  93  visits  were  made  to  premises  under 
this  Act. 

SHOPS  ACTS 

Main  consideration  was  given  to  the  provision  of  adequate 
requirements  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  shop  assistants.  The 
enforcement  duties  required  to  deal  with  weekly  half  holidays  and 
general  closing  hours,  including  Sunday  closing  hours,  did  not  get 
the  attention  they  needed. 

I  have  drawn  the  Council’s  attention  to  the  need  for 
uniformity  in  the  closing  of  shops  under  weekly  half  holiday 
orders.  Due  to  the  existence  of  several  half  holidays  orders  and 
closing  orders  affecting  several  classes  of  shops  and  districts  in 
the  Borough,  administrative  duties  are  proving  difficult. 

As  I  said  in  my  last  report,  increasing;  competition  means 
that  more  and  more  attention  will  have  to  be  devoted  to  closing 
hours  and  Sunday  closing  than  hitherto,  and  provision  of  additional 
staff  is  indicated. 

OTHER  DUTIES 

The  Department  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of 
the  Pet  Animals  Act,  1951,  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933  and 
the  Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951. 

I  acted  as  Local  Training  Officer  for  Civil  Defence,  and  to¬ 
gether  with  Mr.  J.  V.  Webster  as  Civil  Defence  Instructor. 

CONCLUSION 

As  your  delegate  I  attended  the  Annual  Conference  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors’  Association,  held  at  Scarborough  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  and  I  would  like  to  thank  you  for  having  had  this  opportunity. 
A  full  report  was  submitted  on  the  proceedings  which  will  prove 
helpful  in  carrying  out  the  day-to-day  duties  associated  with  public 
health  administration. 

I  feel  that  the  Department  over  the  past  year  has  been  res¬ 
ponsible  for  a  great  deal  of  valuable  work,  work  which  cannot  be 
recorded  in  any  reports,  but  which  is,  nevertheless,  vital  to  the 
health  of  the  community.^ 

The  suppression  of  nuisances  and  the  prevention  of  disease 
and  illness  can  only  be  carried  out  by  regular  inspection  of  the 
district  and  the  practical  and  advisory  work  of  members  of  my 
staff  can  only  be  assessed  by  the  general  standard  of  public  health 
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in  the  Borough.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  of  today  is  a  man  of 
many  responsibilities,  more  of  an  advisory  than  an  inspectorial 
nature,  and  his  work  in  the  public  health  team  is  of  great 


importance.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  staff  of  the  section  varied  in  numbers  and  difficulties 
have  been  experienced  in.  obtaining  suitable  labour.  The  staff  is 
normally  made  up  of  one  General  Foreman,  one  Assistant  Foreman, 
four  Chargehands,  six  Drivers,  eight  dustmen,  two  salvage  workers 
and  two  tipmen. 

The  number  of  vehicles  comprises  one  Karrier  “Gamecock” 
and  three  C.K.3  collectors  (10  cubic  yards  capacity),  two  Karrier 
Bantams  (7  cubic  yards,  capacity)  and  one  Commer  Van. 

During  the  year  487,879  dustbins  and  5,412  privy  middens 
and  pail  closets  were  emptied  at  a  total  cost  of  approximately 
il0,190. 

The  department  was  responsible  for  collecting  refuse  from 
11,264  dwellinghouses  and  780  other  premises,  making  a  grand 
total  of  12,144  premises. 

In  connection  therewith  refuse  is  removed  from  11,712 
dustbins  and  107  privy  middens,  cesspools  and  pailclosets. 

SALVAGE  SCHEME 

The  total  amount  of  salvage  collected  in  the  year  1955 
realised  the  sum  of  £3,814. 

Since  salvage  work  commenced  in  the  Borough  in  July,  1940, 
the  total  amount  collected  is  6,622  tons,  valued  at  £34,851.

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

The  number  of  closets  in  the  Borough  is  11,988  approxi¬ 
mately,  comprising  11,794  pedestal  water  closets,  90  waste  water 
closets,  91  pail  closets  and  13  privy  middens. 

During  the  year  7  privy  middens  were  reconstructed  as 
water  closets  or  pail  closets. 

SEWERAGE 

The  Bororjgh  Surveyor  has  furnished  me  with  the  following 
details : — 

Sewer  extensions  made  during  the  year  were:  Woodhall 
Road,  200  yards ;  Foxholes  Fane,  250  yards ;  Highfield 
Street,  30  yards.

GENERAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH  WORK 

During  the  year  358  nuisances  were  dealt  with  as  compared 
to  350  in  1954.  The  number  of  complaints  made  to  the  Department 
was  382.  Visits  made  by  the  inspectorial  staff  cover  a  wide  field  as 
shown  in  the  statistics. 

Amongst  the  visits  were  : — 

113  primary  visits  to  inspect  drainage  work. 

279  visits  to  test  drains. 

Tests  include  the  hydraulic,  colour  and  chemical  tests. 

87  visits  were  made  to  supervise  the  refuse  collection  service. 
20  visits  to  investigate  infectious  diseases  were  made,  and  20 
premises  were  disinfected  in  connection  therewith. 

380  visits  were  made  to  applicants  for  Council  houses  who 
pleaded  overcrowding  or  living  in  insanitary  conditions. 

Frequent  sampling  of  water  supplies  was  undertaken,  parti¬ 
cularly  from  premises  not  connected  to  the  public  mains  supply, 
and  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  as  follows : —

It  is  evident  from  the  above  figures  that  the  present  trend 
towards  confinement  in  hospitals  and  maternity  homes  in  prefer¬ 
ence  to  confinement  at  home  continues,  only  20  per  cent,  of  con¬ 
finements  taking  place  at  home.

3.  Institutional  Confinements 

All  applications  for  Regional  Hospital  Board  maternity 
accommodation  for  expectant  mothers  in  this  Division  are  made 
by  the  ante-natal  clinic  or  the  patient’s  own  doctor,  to  the  Ilkley 
and  Otley  Hospital  Management  Committee,  and  accommodation 
is  booked  in  one  or  other  of  the  following  maternity  homes  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  wishes  of  the  patient : — 

Four  Gables  Maternity  Home,  Horsforth  ...  20  beds 

The  General  Hospital,  Otley . 20  beds 

St.  Winifred’s  Maternity  Home,  Ilkley  .  12  beds 

At  each  of  these  units  it  is  possible  for  the  patient’s  own 
doctor  to  attend  the  confinement  if  desired. 

Prior  notice  of  the  discharge  of  maternity  cases  from  the 
Alaternity  Unit  under  the  control  of  the  Ilkley  and  Otley  Hospital 
Management  Committee  is  sent  direct  to  the  Divisional  Public 
Health  Office,  thus  enabling  immediate  follow  up  by  the  midwife 
or  the  health  visitor,  as  appropriate,  to  be  arranged. 

4.  Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics 

Prior  to  the  inception  of  the  National  Health  Service  ante¬ 
natal  care  was  mainly  provided  at  the  ante-natal  clinics  of 
local  authorities.  Now  an  increasing  number  of  general  practi¬ 
tioners  are  providing  ante-natal  care  for  their  booked  patients 
under  the  Materpity  Medical  Service  of  the  National  Health  Ser¬ 
vice  Act  and  more  women  are  seeking  a  bed  in  hospital.  These 
factors  have  led  to  a  marked  reduction  in  attendance  at  some  of 
the  clinics  which  continued  for  some  years  but  now  appears  to  have 
slowed  up.

5.  Ante-Natal  Relaxation  Exercise  Clinics 

These  clinics,  teaching  the  mother  the  functions  of  labour 
pains  and  the  course  of  labour,  by  teaching  her  relaxation!  and  pre¬ 
paring  her  for  labour  by  a  course  of  ante-natal  exercises,  can  do 
much  to  help  her  to  approach  her  confinement  with  understanding 
arjd  confidence. 

It  has  not  yet  been,  found  possible  to  re-commence  relaxation 
sessions  at  the  Pudsey  Clinic  which  ceased  in  October,  1954.  Pudsey 
patients  attend,  if  they  desire,  at  Parsley  and  Calverley.  Sessions 
were  commenced  at  the  Guiseley  Clinic  in  February.  It  is  intended 
to  extend  these  facilities  When  possible.

A  majority  of  these  mothers  have  attended  the  talks  and  appear  to 
have  found  them  of  great  benefit, 

6.  Dental  Treatment  for  Expectant  Mothers 

Facilities  are  available  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  to 
receive  priority  dental  treatment  through  the  County  Council’s 
Scheme  either  at  the  County’s  Dental  Clinic,  Richardshaw  Lane, 
Pudsey,  or  from  their  own  dentist.  The  services  of  a  private  denftal 
practitioner  can,  however,  only  be  utilised  under  the  scheme  when 
it  is  not  reasonable  to  expect  the  patient  to  attend  a  County  Dental 
Clinic.  Under  the  scheme  all  treatment,  including  the  provision  of 
dentures,  is  entirely  free.  Dental  treatment  for  nursing  mothers 
under  the  County  Scheme  extends  up  to  nine  months  after  con¬ 
finement.

3.  Premature  Infants 

Special  equipment  for  use  in  the  nursing  of  premature 
babies  at  home  is  stationed  at  th^e  Pudsey  Ambulance  Depot  from 
which  it  can  be  delivered  to  the  home  at  any  time,  day  or  night,  at 
the  request  of  a  doctor  or  midwife.  Nurse  Gibson  has  attended  a 
special  course  of  instruction  in  the  care  of  premature  babies  at 
the  Sorrento  Maternity  Home,  Birmingham,  and  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  her  to  be  notified  of  all  premature  births  in 
order  that  she  can  advise  and  assist  the  domiciliary  midwives  as  to 
their  care. 

Provision  is  made  on  the  notification  of  birth  card  for  the 
birth  weight  of  the  infant  to  be  stated,  and  if  it  is  5-Jlbs.  or  less 
the  infant  is  considered  to  be  premature. 

Th^re  were  74  premature  babies  born  alive  during  the  year, 
of  which  60  survived  over  28  days,  giving  a  survival  rate  of  81  per 
cent,  for  the  Division  as  compared  with  89.7  in  1954. 

Particulars  of  survival  are  shown  in  the  following  table : —

4.  Care  of  the  Unmarried  Mother  and  her  Child 

The  Health  Visitors  visit  all  unmarried  mothers  and  their 
children  Avho  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  to  give 
any  necessary  help  and  advice.  Effective  co-operation  exists  be¬ 
tween  the  Divisional  Public  Health  Office  and  the  various  statutory 
and  voluntary  bodies  who  may  be  concerned  in  dealing  with  the 
many  social  problems  which  these  cases  frequently  present. 

The  County  Council  accept  financial  responsibility  within 
prescribed  limits  for  unmarried  mothers  admitted  to  Homes  for 
Unmarried  Mothers.  Five  mothers  and  their  babies  who  were 
residents  in  the  Division  were  admitted  to  such  Homes  during  the 
year  under  these  arrangements.

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HEALTH  VISITING 


Prior  to  1946  the  health  visitor  was  concerned  mainly  with 
the  welfare  of  mothers  and  young  children  under  five  years,  and 
although  this  still  continues  to  be  an  important  part  of  her  work, 
she  is  now  also  concerned,  as  health  teacher  and  family  adviser, 
with  the  promotion  of  health  within  the  whole  family.  This  exten¬ 
sion  of  her  work  is  reflected  in  the  number  of  other  visits  made  by 
the  health  visitors. 

During  the  year  practical  work  was  arranged  in  the  Division 
for  health  visitor  students,  who  were  taking  the  course  of  training, 
arranged  jointly  by  the  County  Council  and  the  University  of  Leeds, 
for  the  Health  Visitors’  Certificate.

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HOME  NURSING 


The  work  undertaken  by  the  Home  Nursing  Service  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  very  heavy.  The  Service  has,  however,  by  enabling 
more  patients  to  be  nursed  at  home  and  by  making  possible  the 
early  discharge  of  patients  from  hospitals,  fulfilled  an  urgent  need 
by  relieving  the  pressure  on  hospital  accommodation. 

The  number  of  cas^  attended  during  the  year  in  the  Division 
shows  an  increase  of  120  on  the  previous  year,  and  51  per  cent  of 
the  cases  were  aged  65  or  over. 

The  practice  continues  for  increasing  use  to  be  made  of  the 
home  nurses  by  general  practitioners  for  the  giving  of  injections, 
and  10,057  visits  were  made  by  the  nurses  for  this  purpose  only. 

Very  close  and  effective  liaison  is  maintained  with  general 
practitioners  and  the  various  hospitals  in  relation  to  this  service. 

Each  nurse  has  under  her  care  articles  of  equipment  for  loan 
to  patients  who  are  being  nursed  at  home.  Targe  articles  of  equip¬ 
ment  such  as  wheel  chairs,,  etc.,  are  stored  at  the  Divisional  Public 
Health  Office,  and  are  available  for  loan  to  patients  as  required.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


Miss  E.  Buck,  one  of  the  County  Council’s  Mental  Health 
Social  Workers,  undertakes  duties  in  connection  with  the  super¬ 
vision  and  training  of  mentally  defective  persons  in  the  Division, 
who  are  under  statutory  supervision,  guardianship  or  on  licence 
from  Institutions.  She  is  also  concerned  with  the  after-care  of 
persons  discharged  from  Mental  Hospitals  and  is  now  working  in 
co-operation  with  the  Social  Therapists  at  Scalebor  Park  Hospital 
in  regard  to  the  after-care  of  patients  discharged  from  that  hospital. 
Mental  health  care  and  after-care  cases  are  sometimes  referred  by 
general  medical  practitioners  and  by  the  National  Assistance  Board, 

The  local  Ministry  of  Labour  officials  and  Youth  Employ¬ 
ment  officers  have  been  helpful  with  regard  to  the  employment 
problems  of  mentally  ill  or  defective  persons. 

The  interchange  of  information  between  Health  Visitors  and 
the  Mental  Health  Social  Worker  has  proved  to  be  very  useful, 
while  close  co-operation  with  the  Duly  Authorised  Officer  has  been 
of  mutual  advantage  in  cases  where  action  under  the  Lunacy  and 
Mental  Treatment  Acts  was  necessary. 

Mrs.  Rooks,  Home  Teacher,  undertakes  the  training  of 
defectives  in  their  own  homes. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Leeds  Mental 
Plealth  Service  for  children  who  have  been  reported  to  the  Local 
Health  Authority  as  ineducable,  and  who  are  living  at  home,  to 
attend  Occupation  Centres  in  Leeds.  The  majority  of  the  cases 
attend  the  West  Leeds  Centre,  Armley  Grange,  Stanningley  Road, 
Leeds.  Free  transport  is  provided  to  and  from  the  Centres. 

The  Duly  Authorised  Officer  whose  duty  it  is  to  take  initial 
proceedings  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  persons  of  unsound 
mind  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  is  Mr.  J. 
Rollisson,  Divisional  Welfare  Office,  Bradford.

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TUBERCULOSIS 


Miss  M.  W.  Pease,  Tuberculosis  Visitor,  devotes  her 
vchole  time  to  the  visiting  of  tuberculosis  patients  in  the 
Division.  She  also  attends  the  chest  clinics  serving  the 

Division  and  thereby  provides  a  valuable  link  between 
the  clinics  and  the  care  and  after-care  service  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority. 

There  has  been  co-operation  between  the  Chest  Physicians 
and  the  Health  Department.  Under  the  agreement  reached  between 
the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  County  Council  the 
Chest  Physicians  employed  full-time  by  the  Board  undertake  on 
behalf  of  the  County  Council  certain  specified  duties  in  relation  to 
the  care,  after-care  and  prevention  of  tubersulosis. 

Sixty-five  tuberculous  patients  were  receiving  free  extra 
nourishment  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination — ^Contacts 

Thirty-two  contacts  of  known  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the 
Division  were  vaccinated  by  the  Chest  Physicians  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Council  during  the  year.

YOUTH  EMPLOYMENT  SERVICE 

Very  close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Youth 
Employment  Officers  regarding  children  leaving  school  who  are 
medically  unfit  to  follow  certain  types  of  occupation.  When  neces¬ 
sary  arrangements  are  made  for  the  School  Medical  Officer  and 
Paediatrician  to  be  present  at  the  Youth  Employment  Officer's 
interviews  with  the  parents  of  these  children. 
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EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN 

The  County  Council’s  Byelaws  require  that  where  a  child  of 
compulsory  school  aee  is  employed,  there  shall  within  14  days 
from  the  date  when  the  employment  began  be  produced  to  and 
endorsed  by  the  employer  a  certificate  from  the  School  Medical 
Officer  that  such  employment  will  not  be  prejudicial  to  his  health 
or  physical  development  and  will  not  render  him  unfit  to  obtain 
proper  benefit  from  his  education.  195  children  were  medically 
examined  for  this  purpose  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  109 
in  1954. 

18  children  were  also  examined  as  to  their  fitness  to  take 
part  in  entertainments  under  the  provisions  of  the  Children  and 
Young  Persons  Act,  1933.
